King 
exchanged gunfire with 
Butts and Gaines. Police 
reports state the men had 
an assortment of firearms. 

Butts and Gaines were 
transported to Glades Gen- 
eral Hospital. 


Butts was treated and 
released to officials.

Butts, King, Cain and 
Miller were arrested and 
charged with attempted 
murder and booked into the 
Palm Beach County Jail. 

Butts and Miller were 
booked into the jail with no 
bond.

Be safe and be seen 
this Halloween

Ghosts and goblins may fly 
through the night without 
being seen, but that won't be a 
very good idea for little trick-or 
-treaters in the Glades. 

Monday, Oct. 31, is Hal- 
loween, which means scores of 
small children darting across 
streets and running door-to- 
door in Belle Glade, Pahokee, 
South Bay and Canal Point. 

South Bay Police Chief 
Charles Napier, Belle Glade 
Police Chief Michael Miller, 
and Pahokee Police Chief Car- 
men “Skeets” Salvatore all say. 
they would prefer if children 
attended organized events and 
skipped the trick-or-treating, 
but in reality, they know many 
children will be out Monday 
night. 

They are’ asking children to 
go out between 5 and 7 p.m. 

Chief Miller also had these 
safety tips: 

‘To be more visible at night to 
motorists, children should 
wear light-colored costumes, 
Adding patches or strips of 
reflective material to costumes 
and trick or treat bags will 
make small children easier to 
see, especially from a distance. 

A responsible adult, or teen, 
should accompany éach group 
and group size should be limit- 
ed to four or five. 

Trick-or-treating should be 
for small children only.;.if the 
child is too old to be accompa- 
nied, he or she is too old to go 
trick-or-treating. Youngsters 
also need to be able to see 

their costumes. Masks 
should have eye holes large 
enough that a child's peripher- 
al, or side, vision is not 
reduced. It is also a good idea 
to remove the mask when 


crossing a street. 

A visually safer alternative 
to a mask is painting a child's 
face with non-allergenic make- 
up. Wigs and hats can slip over 
the eyes and block a child's 
vision. Be sure they are well 
off the face and securely fas- 
tened. 

Carrying a flashlight and 
staying on well-lighted streets 
is wise, but it is not enough. A 
parent or older brother or sis- 
ter should accompany small 
children who may need help 
crossing streets or maneuver- 
ing through yards. 

Children “are reminded to 
never eat anything until after 
they are home and the treats 
have been examined by a par- 
ent. Fruits should be washed 
and cut before eating and any 
unwrapped treats should be 
thrown away. 

Notify the police if harmful 
items are found. Walk! Do not 
run while trick-or-treating and 
stay in your.own neighborhood 
and only go to houses which 
have porch lights turned on. 

Parents should know exactly 
what route their children are 
taking and children should 
never enter a stranger! 's house 
evenifinvited. - 

Homeowners are reminded 
to give wrapped, homemade 
treats only to the children they 
know and wrapped commercial 
treats to others. The police 
departments also advise home- 
owners not to leave their home 
unattended on Halloween” 
night and to leave their porch 
light on so children will know 
it is okay to visit their home. 
Also, keep pets inside the 
house, garage or shed on Hak 
loween night.

he was a changed man. For the 
first time in nine years, he 
could see again, he could hear 
again and he was growing hair 
again on his bald head. 

It is an extraordinary tale.

The National Weather Ser- 
vice reports 128 people have 
been struck by lightning this 
year breaking the old record of 
108 in 1991.

40. The good news, if there is 
any, is that only eight people 
have been killed by lightning. 

Usually lightning is a singu- 
lar killer, striking one person at 
a time. Yet, this year that's 
been different too.

35 Florida National Guard 
troops were shocked by a single 
lightning flash at Camp Bland- 
ing.

It's prob- 
ably because we've had 80 much 
more rain. July, August and 
September rainfall totals are 
well above normal. In ‘addition, 
many of our thunderstorms 
‘have been stronger than nor- 
mal and, as a result, more elec- 
trically active. 

Mid-October marks the tradi- 
tional end of the rainy season 
in Florida so-we_should see less 
rain and less lightning. Howey- 
er, people in Florida have been 
struck by lightning in every 
month except January and 
November.
